of climate Alberta has not the 
equal in the world. Agriculture 
should be taught on equal footing 
with medicine and the arts, and 
agriculturists should be able to 
take their places on the public 
platforms and in the parliaments 
of the lands, and the members 
should be farmers in proportion 
to the farming population. If so, 
there wold be a large majority of 
farmers in parliament.

Van Slyke Plow Cc. Go To 
Edmonton. 


The Edmonton Journal of 
Thursday said: 
A contract to manufacture 
$250,000 worth of plows, under 
the patent held by Dr. Rowntree, 
of Red Deer, has been awarded 
to the Edmonton Iron Works, one 
of Edmonton’s biggest industries, 
of which Mr. T. J. Cornwall is the 
general manager. The contract 
was signed this morning. It 
covers a period of five years and 
calls for the manufacture of 1000 
plows per year. 
This is the largest contract 
ever awarded the Mdmonton Iron 
Works, which has been for the 
past year manufacturing structu- 
ral steel. The contract will make 
necessary an extension of the big 
plant on Kinistino avenue to 
nearly double its present size and 
will mean the doubling of the 
present payroll of $2,500 a month. 
Mr. Cornwall will leave at once 
for the east to order new plant to 
the extent of $10,000 for the 
manufacture of the plows. 
The plant will be installed as 
soon as poasible, as it is the in- 
tention of Mr. Cornwall to com- 
mence the manufacture of plows 
this fall. The number of men at 
present employed at the plant is 
28, and this number will at least 
be doubled when the new plant is 
in operation. It ia likely that 
some addition to the present 
building will also be required.

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' THE ANIMAL DERBY, 


It Would Be Ostrich: Ist, Greyhound 
2nd, Kangaroo Also Ran. 


Most people have heard of _ those 
animal races which ure a popular 
feature of gynkhana meetings, but it 
may-be ex dlained that for an animal 
race the competitor enters any sort 
of animal he likes, except a horse or: 
a dog, and drives or guides his. cham- 
pion to the winning-post. 

Now, we will turn the Derby into an 
animal race, open’ to the whole animal 
kingdom. We will suppose that éach 
animal runs throughout at the great- 
est speed of which it is capable, and 
that they don’t interfere with each 
other, : 

First of all the field. . Some animals 
—such as cattle—are, obviously, too 
slow to stund a ghost of a chance, and 
s0 we will line up the following ten 
starters: Hare, lion, roebuck, grey- 
hound, horse, giraffe, elephant, kan- 
Sache dromedary, ‘and ostrich—the 
ast-named because, ulthough a bird, 
he runs, and runs mighty fast, too.) 

Indeed, here it may as well be said 
that, if you want to win money on an 
animal race, you back the ostrich 
every time, for he is the fustest thing 
on land, and only one bird can beat 
him—namely, the swallow. The ost- 
rich, then, would win our animal 
Derby with the gezatest possible ease, 
for he-would cover the“1 mile 4 fur- 
longs and 29 yards of the Derby course 
at the amazing speed of 109 miles an 
hour—that is, nearly three times as 
fast as any horse ever foaled could do 
it, and, roughly, twice as fast as. any 
other competitor among those named. 

The record time for the Derby wus 
made in 1906, when Major Loder’s 
Spearmint won in 2 minutes 36 4-5th 
seconds, The ostrich would take, 
roughly, 53 seconds, 

But who would be second? Prob- 
ably the kangaroo will have a good 
many adherents, for, outside Austra- 
lia, people have the idea that the 
kanguroo hops along at a tremendous 
pace. But the kangaroo would: finish 
“down the course,’”’ ubsolute last! 

A kangaroo is a slow animal,’7 J-2 
miles an hour l#-ing his best speed. 
For second pluce, it would be a fairly 
close fight between the .greyhound 
and the roebuck. A greyhound can 
go nearly a mile a minute—54 miles 
an hour, to be exact—and this would 
just bring him home ahead of the rve- 
buck, whose best speed is a trifle over 
60 miles an hour. ; 

Now, for fourth place. The hare 
seems a likely choice; but again you 
would be wrong. A lion can give a 
hare a start and a beating. A lion ig 
capable of 45 miles an hour, but the 
hare is fully extended at 4 miles an 
hour less. _ 3 

What about the horse? Well, 38 
miles an hour is the thoroughbred‘s. 
limit, and that brings him into sixth 
place. Spearmint won his Derby at 
the rate of, roughly, 35 miles an hour, 
but a horse is capable of 38 miles an 
hour over a short distance. 

Not far behind the thoroughbred 
would come the giraffe, who gets along 
at the “useful’’ gait of 34 miles an 
hour. 

Then would come a big gap, ‘closed 
at the other end by the elephant, who 
would come trumpeting along at a 
sedate 12 miles an hour. 

The dromedary’s speed, too, is a 
myth. Mr. G. E. Larner, the amateur 
walking champion, would make the 
dromedary step out, for the beast is 
not up to more than about-9 miles 
eo hour, and Mr. Larner has walked 
9 miles in 67 minutes 37 4-5 seconds, 

And so the final placings of our 
animal Derby would be—ostrich, grey- 


hound, roebuck, lion, hare, horse, 
giraffe, elephant, dromedary, kan- 
garoo, ‘ 


Use of Royal Highness. 


The London Express learns that the 
style of Royal Highness will shortly 
be conferred on the brothers of Quéen 
Mary—the Duke of Teck, Prince Fran- 
vis of Teck, and Prince Alexander, of 
Teck. At present their style is Serene 
Highness. The late Duke of Teck was 
granted the style of Highness in 1887. 

The Teck family belongs to the 
Royal House of Vp ouemberg: and the 
present Duke of Teck would be King 
of Wurtemberg now but for the mor- 
gantic marriage contracted by his 
grandfather, Alexander Duke of Wur- 
temberg, who married, in 1835, Clau- 
dius Countess de Rhedcy, a member 
of the Polish nobility. ; . 

The Duke of Teck, Queen Mary’s 
eldest brother, is married to Lady 
Margaret Grosvenor, a sister of the 
Duke of Westmirgter. 

Prince Frances of Teck, her second 
brother, who is one of the best-known 
men in London, is unmarried. Prince 
Alexander, the third brother, is mar- 
tied to a daughter of the Duchess of 
Albany.

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Brooklyn, July 3.—Pastor Russell of 
the Brooklyn Tabernacle preached: to- 
day in Brooklyn’s largest Auditorium, 
the Academy of .Music, from the 
above text, to a crowded and atten- 
tive audience. He suid: 

To some the national holiday means 
a time of recreation, but to others it 
speaks eloquently of “liberty enlight- 
ening the world!’ Even the enemies 
of the nation must concede that an 
influence hag gone forth from these 
shores to the uttermost bounds of 
earth—an influence against tyranny, 
and‘in a broad, general way in line 
with the Golden Rule, which respects 
the liberties of others as it desires its 
own to be respected. It is difficult 
to estimate the weight of influence 
attaching to the numerous letters go- 
ing from these shores to every coun- 
try under heaven, to every hamlet and 
village and city. It is difficult to 
estimate the influence of the news- 
papers and magazines which go forth 
breeding the love of liberty. And yet, 
dear friends, every duy and every 
year, as our ideas mature, we come 
to see more and more distinctly what 
constitutes true ‘“‘liberty,” and to 
distinguish this from ‘‘license,”’ which 
sometimes steals the livery of liberty, 
to grossly misrepresent it. 

It is not surprising that many who 
come to these shores from lands where 
personal liberty is almost unknown 
are inclined to expect more )iberty 
than we can safely accord them. They 
are obliged to learn gridually the 
lesson that social liberty signifies, 
not personal license, but the permis- 
sion to do only those things which will 
not interfere with the rights and 
liberties of others. Indeed, this is the 
lesson which all must learn in order 
to be good, useful citizens; a lesson 
therefore to be learned by all who 
would enjoy true liberty. It is the 
lesson of self-control; the lesson. of 
minding one’s own business; the les- 
son of speaking evil of no man; the 
lesson of doing good unto all men as 
we have opportunity; the lesson of 
intruding on, the proper rights and 

rivileges of no one else. But alas, 

ow few of the world have come to 
rightly view the liberty of which we 
boast! 

It is in the School of Christ that 
the pupils or disciples of the Lord 
Jesus may learn of him, the Great 
Teacher, the important lesson of self- 
control and the proper exercise of 
our own liberty, without encroaching 
upon the rights and liberty of others. 
Alas, dear friends, we must concede 
that remarkably few of the Lord’: 
people gave learned this lesson and: 
are qualified to graduate along, this 
line! Many followers of Christ ‘con- 
tinually practice injustice in the little 
things of life, neglecting to regard 
the liberties and rights of others. In 


the rights of others are all too fre- 
quently ignored or only partially re- 
cognized. It is more important that 
we learn to recognize the. rights and 
liberties of others than to insist upon 
our own rights. The former course 
tends to make us Godlike; the latter 
‘cultivates selfishness and frequently 
gets us into difficulty unnecessarily. 
The Apostle’s instruction is that so 
far aa possible, we should live peace- 
ably with all men, which often neces- 
sitates the voiding of our own rights 
for the sake of peace. 

This matter of insisting upon rights 
and liberties jis moving the world 
more and more toward contention 
and strife, and hestening it toward 
the great time of trouble which shall 
engulf the whole social structure. 
Doubtless the great majority will be 
claiming their individual rights while 
almost totally disregarding the rights 
of others. We urge, therefore, that 
kind of love of liberty which is will- 
ing to sacrifice as respects its own 
privileges, that it may be helpful to 
others in maintaining their proper 
liberties. Nor does this signify that 
the people of God should ignore their 
own liberty and fight for the liberty 
of others. Rather we should stand 
for the principles of righteousness, 
and both by word and precept refrain 
from stirring up violence, or jeopard- 
‘izing the interests of others. Liberty 
of conscience we should maintain in 
ourselves and should encourage in 
others. 

St. Paul speaks in our text of the 
“liberty of the children of God.” This, 
primarily, signifies our desertion from 
our taskmaster, Sin, and the surren- 
der of our wil! to God and righteous- 
ness. It means a repudiation of Jib- 
erty to do wrong and the grasping, 
through Christ, of liberty from bond- 
age to Sin. But, us the Apostle else- 
where expiains, we find it impossible 
to conquer fully the fallen flesh. We 
will find it impossible as “New Crea- 
tures” to attain the full liberty of 
Sonship under present conditions, be- 
cause, us St. Paul declares, “The flesh 
lusteth against the Spirit, and the 
two ure contrary the one to the other” 
(Galatians v, 17). We have a con- 
stant fight to resist the enslaving in- 
fluences of Sin—to muintain our lib- 
erty as sons of God. The victory will 
not be fully attained until our resur- 
rection, when ‘‘This corruptible must 
put on incorruption.” Then our new 
minds will receive new, perfect spirit 
bodics, through which they can oper- 
ate perfectly, and exercise, to the full, 
truce liberty, true freedom. 

The full liberty of the Children of 
God, therefore, is not attained in this 
present life, but will be attained in the 
resurrection, when we shall be per- 
fected in the Master’s likeness. And 
in this connection it is well to note 
that this is the liberty of the angela 
also — liberty of freedom from Sin, 
from the power and domination of 
error and superstition and weak. 
nesses through heredity. 
gels were thus 
Adam and mother Eve also were thu 
created, in the full likeness of the 


children of God. Some lost their lib- | 


erty by disobedience; they became 
slaves to Sin and Death, and have 
been more or less bound by these con- 
ditions from then until now. So, then, 
“The liberty of the children of God” 
is absolute perfection—the ideal con- 
dition for which the Church is striv- 
ing. 

The Apostle in our text is discuss- 
ing the condition of the world of man- 
kind in general. He reminds us that 
“the whole creation groaneth and tra- 
vaileth in pain together until now” 
(Romans viii, 22). In the nineteenth 
verse he tells us what they are wait- 
ing for, namely, “The earnest expec:

of God.” The world of mankind is 
now enslaved to Sin and Death; they 
cannot help themselves; they must 
wait until Cod’s time for setting them 
free. from this bondage. God’s time 
will come in connection with the glori- 
fication of the Church, and her mani- 
festation with her Lord in the glories 
of his Messianic Kingdom. Then the 
groaning creation will be set free from 
the. bondage of Sin and Death, under 
which it now groans and travails. 

The Apostle reminds us that the 
slavery of mankind to Sin and Death 
came upon the world through vanity, 
or frailty, unwillingly. Our frailties 
are the result of sin and of the Divine 
sentence. Father Adam was disobedi- 
ent and our Crentor, in sentencing 
him to death, made the dying. condi- 
tion such that aH of his children 
would be involved with him, as sin- 
ners, through heredity, and thus shar- 
ers in his dying condition. But God 
did not subject our race to this dying 
condition, this slavery to Sin and 
Death, with ‘the intention of blasting 
the hone of humanity to-all eternity, 
much less with the expectation otf 
sending Adam and his race to eternal 
torture. Rather, we are to understand 
that when God pronounced the death 
sentence-upon our race, iutermingled 
with it was the hone, the desire, on 
the part of the Creator, ‘that the re- 
sult of that death sentence should not 
be man’s absolute and eternal destruc- 
tion, after the manner of- the. brute 
beast. In the Divine purpose there 
mingles a hope — a desire and inten- 
tion that all of Adam’s race who will 
learn the lesson of righteousness may 
ultimately be delivered fram the bond- 
age of Sin and Death, into the true 
liberty of children of God. It was to 
secure, in God's due time, for Adam 
and his race, liberty from Sin and 
Death, that Christ died for our sins, 

Some of the nation look to the lib- 
erty that was accorded them by the 
“Emancipation Proclamation.” But 
this emancipation is nothing in com- 
parison with the great Emancipation 
which God purposes shall come to all 
the world of mankind through Christ. 
Enslaved to §Sin,_ through Father 
Adam’s_ disobedience, ‘‘Sold under 
sin,” the purchase of the race by the 
precious blood: of Christ is to be an- 
nounced by the Great Judge who pro- 
nounced the sentence. This is a glor- 
ious hope, a glorious prospect, but as 
yet it is merely a prospect. Only the 
true Church has as yet been set free; 
and she waits for perfect freedom 
through the ‘First Resurrection.” 
“The whole world lieth in the Wicked 
One,” and still are slaves to Sin and 
Death conditions in every way. 

The arrangement of Divine Provi- 
dence for this great liberation of the 
captives of Sin and Death is wonder- 
ful! God’s Kingdom is to be estab- 
lished and to exercise his ‘reign or 
rule of righteousness amongst men for 
a thousand years; Satan is to be 

, bound during that period, that he may 
deceive and entrap humanity no more. 
The knowledge of God and the assist- 
ance of Divine power are to be ex- 
tended to every creature, bond and 
free, rich and poor, of every tongue 
and nation. Not only will the living 
nations enjoy this privilege of release 
from slavery to Sin and Death, 
through the great Redeemer, but, ad- 
ditionally, all who are in their graves 
will have the glorious opportunity of 
being awakened and of being brought 
to a knowledge of the Truth, that they 
may be saved by laying hold thereon 
—by conforming heart and life to the 
rules of the Kingdom of God’s dear 

| Son, and thus attaining eternal life. 

| Truly, that will be a,glorious epoch, 
when to the great Deliverer ‘every 
knee shall bow and every tongue con- 
fess, to the glory of God.” It will be 
grand, indeed, to witness during the 
thousand years of Christ’s reign the 
gradual liberation of the slaves of Sin 


and Death— their gradual attainment |!

and imperfections by the assistance 
of the great Emancipator! Many of 
these poor slaves went down to the 


tomb in fearful anticipation of a fu- 


How glad 
they will be‘when they awake from 
the sleep of death, realizing it as only 
a momentary interim! 
advised of the fact—that the Redemp- 
tion price has been paid by Jesus 
and that, therefore, he is fully quali- 
fied and empowered to set them free 
in every sense of the word—not only 
from the condemnation of death, but 
also from the actual blight of death— 
the mental, moral and physical weak- 
nesses, which are elements of the 
death sentence. 

True, the Scriptures intimate that 
all will not appreciate the privilege >of 
emancipation from the dominion of 
Sin and Death. It is not for us to 
speculate as to the number who will 
ultimately be set free. It is sufficient 
for us to know that all will be brought 
to a full opportunity of attaining or 
rejecting the emancipation privileges. 
All will be free in the sense that none 
will die the Second Death, except by 
his own wilful, deliberate sympathy 


with sin and rejection of the righteous 
and liberal terms of the Great 
Liberator. 


Pursuing the subject, the Apostle 
marks the Church cf this Gospel Age 
as separate and distinct from the 
world. He shows that those who re- 
seive the begetting of the holy Spirit 
now, are already children of God. and 
already enjoying full freedom, full lib- 
eration from the condemnation of Sin 
and Death. He saya, ‘And not only 
they (the groaning creation, the 
world), but ourselves also (the spirit-

have the first fruits of the Spirit, even

The Anostle is here pointing out

the Church's manifestation — “the 
manifestation of the Sons of God.” 
The Church groans, not outwardly. but 
inwardly, while waiting for something 
different. The world is waiting for 
the manifestation of the Sons of God. 
because ‘“‘Now are we the Sons of 
God”’ (I. John iii, 2). Our salvation 
will come, thercfore, b:fore this mani- 
festation of the Sons of God. which 
will bring relcase to the world. The

The Apostle continues the same 
thought, pointing out that the salva- 
tion of the Church at the present time 
is not her actual or complete salva- 
tion, but.a hope-salvation or a faith- 
salvation. He points out that what 
we hope for is to be brought unto us 
at the revelation of our Lord and Sav- 
ior Jesus Christ, at his second advent. 
He points out that, in the meantime, 
if we have this hone as an anchor to 
our souls, it will lead us_to be patient 
in waiting for the glorious things of 
the Divine arrangement. It will lead 
us to wait patiently for the Lord’s 
time for our own blessing and further 
opportunity for service in bestowing 
God's blessings upon the world. . We 
are to wait for our deliverance, with 
patience, and in this we shall be exer- 
cising and developing one of the 
graces of the holy Snirit necessary for 
our perfecting. Tt is not sufficient 
that we learn to love liberty; we must 
learn full submission to the Divine 
will and to receive our liberty. in kind 
and in time, ae-ording to the good 
pleasure of the Fat'er. 

The expression, “The redemption of 
our Body,” does not refer to the 
Lord’s reople, individually, for each 
of us will have a senarate body in the 
resurrection. T's Apostle’s thought 
is that of the Serintures in general, 
namely, that there is one Bady, which 
is the Church; and that, so far as our 
complete adoption by the Father is 
concerned, this must be done in uni- 
son; he will net receive the Church 
separately, mer:ber ‘Ky member, but 
altogether, at the close of this age. 
Then so many rs shall have fought 
the good fight of faith und finished 
their course, s > tany as shall be 
found worthy a lace with our Lord in 
his throne will be ‘‘ehanged”’ in the 
“First Resurrection.”’

State Chemist F. W. Robinson, im 
an interview some days ago, stuted 
that Baking Powder Companies have 
for months been terming sodium al- 
uminum sulphate as one of the in- 
gredients used in the manufacture of 
baking powder, which when _ sifted 
down was nothing more or less than 
alum. This he claims will soon be 
used by many of the States as an en- 
tering wedge to prohibit the use of 
that substance in baking powder and 
many other foodstuffs. Michigan has 
no law preventing the use of alum, but 
there is a stringent law against the 
use of substances in foodstuffs that are 
injurious to the public health. Ac- 
cording to the Pennsylvania decision 
alum is classed as such, and action 
may be taken in Michigan to prevent 
the sale of baking powder containing 
it.

Citizens Want Town To Buy 
¢ Exhibition Grounds 
The Pesulke meeting 3 -the 


Town Council was held Thursday 
evening last, His Worship, Mayor

COMMUNICATIONS 


The Town Solicitors gave it as 
their opinion that Mr..Long could 
not put a veneer brick wall on his 
present building, but that no ob- 
jection could be imade to the 
building of a cellar wall. Filed. 

The Castor Clerk asked for the 
printed by-laws of the town. Tne 
Town has no consolidated by- 
laws, Filed. : 

From the Provincial Board of 
Health advising all towne con- 
templating installing sewerage 
systems to wait until next meeting 
of the Legislature as legislation 
dealing with this question will 
come up. Filed. 

Rev. Huestis asked for water 
mains on Blower Street, as his 
well was dry. Referred to com- 
missioners for a report. from 
them. . 

John T. Moore wrote re route 
map of C.N.R., stating map would 
be laid before Council in a few 
daya. 

A petition was received from a 
number of leading citizens asking 
the Town to purchase the rink 
property and build a.rink thereon 
fcr the benefit of the general 
public. The Town solicitors wrote 
there was no authority under the 
municipal ordinances to build a 
rink at the present time at public 
expense. =. , 

H. Jamieson, President of the 
Exhibition Association, was pres- 
ent on behalf of the Association 
and asked that the secretory read 
minutes of the Association where- 
in it was moved that the Associa- 
tion offer the Exhibition grounds 
to the Town for the sum of $10,- 
000°’ and that the ratepayers be 
given an opportunity of voting on 
the question at an early date. 

Mr. Jameson said the deputa- 
tion was present and desired to 
know the feeling of the Town on 
the question. He thought it 
would be a splendid proposition 
for the Town, as the grounds 
ehould be maintained for exhibi- 
tion purposes and for sports. 

E. Michener spoke strongly in’ 
favor of the proposition as an 
exhibition ground and for sports 
and for cementing a better feeling 
between country people and town 
He had gone over the proposed 
new park and noted the small 
portion available for sports and 
games. It would make a nice 
park, but he doubted if it was 
wise to set ‘aside such a large 


-|tract of land so close in to the 


Town. He felt,it would pay the 
Town to purchase Alexandra 
Park, yet he did not wish it 
understood he was in any way 
opposed to the purchase of the 
new proposed park, but we had 
Gaetz Park and the park at the 
depot and by securing Alexandra 
Park for sports we would have 
parks for all purposes. 

The Council went into commit- 
tee of the whole and discussed 
the situation in regard to pur- 
chasing the Agricultural grounds, 
wilh tie deputation. 

‘On the motion of Councillor 
Welliver the question of buying 
the Exhibition Association’s 
grounds was laid over till Monday 
night. 

Rev. Mr. Brown addregsed the 
Council, informing them offi- 
cially of what was done at the 
meeting for the Presbyterian 
College on Tuesday evening, and 
asking the Town to extend the 
water system to the site of the 
proposed college. Mr. Brown 
explained that the building ofthe 
college at Red Deer was con- 
ditional on having water mains 
extended to the college. This 
would have to be done within a 
year, probably sooner. 

Councillor .Gaetz carried 
through a motion authorizing the 
Commissioners to bring in a re- 
port on the cost of extending the 
water system to the proposed site 
of the college with a view to sub- 
mitting a by-law to the people 
for their approval, 


COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


The commissioners brought in 
the following report: 

We had Mr. Miles lay out the 
foundation for the new pump. 
On his recommendation we have 
engaged Davison & Westaway to 
put in the foundation at a price 
of $1.50 per cu. yd. for excavat- 
ing and $10.50 per cu. yd. for 
concrete work. Work has been 
started on this and by the end of 
next week we hope to have the 
pump setup. Mr.Albert,through 
whom the pump was bought re- 
commends that Mr. Taylor, of 
Wetaskiwin, be engaged to super- 
vise the installation of the pump. 

On “account of the Alberta 
Central Railway paying 60 cents 
per hour for teams we have been 


obliged to pay 50 cents an hour

‘The work on cement walks is 
progrrasing favorably. We took 
up. with the: Dominion Govern- 
ment the- question of the Gov’t, 
paying their share of the cost of 
a walk in front of the Land office 
on Ross Ave. and on receiving 
their promise to pay we gave 
instructions to the engineer to lay 
the walk there. The contractor 
expects to have both sides of Ross 
Ave. completed from Holt to 
Mackenzie before the Laurier 
demonstration. 

In regard to the patition asking 
the town to build a rink as a 
municipal undertaking. we are 
advised by the solicitors for the 
Town that the Town has no power 
under the Municipal Ordinance 
to do this. The new Town Bill, 
which will likely be considered at 
the next session however, gives 
towns the power to build rinks. 
We therefore recommend that the 
matter be laid over till next year. 

We recommend that the Council 
adjourn till Monday, Aug. 1st, at 


8 p.m. to consider the C. N. R 
route map for their line to the 
Brazeau. By that time we should 
have a copy of the route map to 
lay before you. In the meantime 
we have wired the Department of 
Railways to see under what 
charter the C.N.R. is building.

It is stated that a comparison of 
gauge records for a period of twenty 
years shows that the land surround- 
ing the great lukes is being gradually 
tilted from northeast to southwest at 
such a rate that of two points 100 
miles apart the northern rises five 
inches with reference to the southern 
in one hundred years. At Chicago the 
luke level rises about one inch in 
ten years. It is predicted, therefore, 
that should this movement continue 
in about 3,000 years all the upper 
lukes will discharge into the ‘Illinois 
River, the Detroit and St. Clair rivers
